appears indeed, now and then, a fu- 
perior mind, every effort of which is 
of importance to the world ; but how 
many are there which never rife to 
any thing that merits the title of 
virtue, or fink materially within the 
limits of vice. I leave, however, the 
more important tafk of giving a pro- 
per diretion to great minds, and 
great ats, to the more daring and 

{erious 
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ferious moralift, and fhall content my- 
fof with making a few obfervations 
on a branch of conduct which belongs 
to the lefs important, but more ex- 
tenfive divifion of the acts of human 
hife. The fubject to which I refer 
is that of cleanlinefs, and more efpe- 
cially that part of it which relates to 
the condu@t of fervants in the dif- 
charge of their comeltic duties. I 
fhall attempt to prove to you, thata 
want of attention to purity, 1s appa- 
rent on the very face of things in this 
your celebrated city ; and | hope to 
be able to thew you fome of the cir- 
cumftances from which this great evil 
originates. I proceed to prove my 
firit pofition ; this will be done by a 
brief appeal to facts. Inattention to 
cleanlinefs appears in your widelt 
flreets, in your narroweft alleys, in 
your clofes, and even in the very 
turnpike ftairs that lead to your 
dwellings. It is feen on the heads 
and faces of -your fervants, it 1s found 
on their arms and hands, as they pafs 
the public itreets; and, blufh as ye 
read it, ye pretenders to civilifation, 
itis feen abundantly on the other- 
wife naked legs and feet of the fair- 
er and more delicate half of God’s in- 
telle€tual creation, Thefe are proofs 
that may be termed external. 1 en- 
ter your dwellings, and the fame evi- 
dence is offered internally. 1 fee an 
appearance of cleanlinefs, and com- 
fort, but an eye, fufpicious from patt 
experience, will foon difcover that it 
isimpofed upon. Is there a corner 
your rooms where a lefs effeGual 
diffufion of light makes difcovery dif- 
ficult, from this very corner 1 will 
convict your fervants of flothfal and 
ditty habits. “he common utenfils 
you ufe in your meals, are furces of 
proofto me. At table, your knife 
and fork mutt reciprocally purify each 
other, unlefs a fear of hurting the 
feclings of your hott, induces you to 
{wallow their impurities. I went one 
evening to fup at one of your cele- 
brated oyiler taverns. The oyfters 
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and the fleaks were excellent, but the 
dirty knives, and forks, and plates, 
detracted much from my enjoyment 
of the fupper. I took fome cheefe, 
the parings of which I laid upon my 
plate, and imagine what mutt be my 
diiguft, when 1 faw the waiter, very 
deliberately take this plate and kuite 
that L had been uling, throw off the 
cheefe parings on the floor, wipe the 
plate with his coat lap, and fet the 
plate and kmfe upon the table, for 
the ufe of a gentleman who was juit 
fitting down to fupper. A mind of 
any reflection muit be fickened with 
the ideas that fervices of this nature 
mult fuggeit: my imagination kind. 
ly prefented to me the poffibility that 
I might have been eating my ‘upper 
with the very knife and fork, and frag. 
the very plate, that, after having bec 
contaminated with effuvia from ili- 
formed lungs, or infe€ied with muiaf- 
mata of decidedly contagious Gilor- 
der, had been purified by the fimp) 
application of this man’s coat-lkirt, 
or fleeve, 

I have feen your fervant women, 
direQly ufing their fingers to put 
coals on the fire, when the tongs 
made for that purpofe, lay unemplov- 
ed before them. ‘Their footy fingers, 
if they fhould conceive it neceilary tc 
{weep the hearth, were then applied 
to remove and replace the tongs, fho- 
vel, and poker: part of the dirt of 
their fingers was left upon thefe ar- 
ticles, to be transferred to the hands 
of the firlt perfon who might think 
it neceflary to ftir the fire; another 
part was left on the handle of the 
coor, for the benefit of the firit 
perfon who had occafion to open it; 
and a third part was added to the 
mafs of pudding or bread that the 
fervant proceeded to the manufacture 
of in the kitchen. Such is the gene- 
ral difregard to neatnefs and clean! 
nefs in your domeftic fervices, ‘lo 
the fuperficial obferver, any great 
attention to thefe things, will ap- 
pear fuperfluous ; but the man whe 
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refleéts on the cireumitances, will fee 
the neceflity of having thofe things 
done in the beft pofhble manner, 
which mult be done many times in a 
day: he will fee the ultimate faving 
and advantage from the adoption of 
the belt mode of performing thofe 
fervices, which, individually coult- 
dered, appear of little moment, but 
which derive confiderable importance 
from their repeated occurence. It 
would perhaps be difficult to difcover 
the origin of thefe impurities, were 
we to attempt to do it in each inci- 
vidual circumitance as it occurs. They 
are general, L think may fay uoi- 
verfal elles, of a {maller or greater 
number of univerfally operating cau- 
fes. They are habits derived from 
jimple, and not numerous circumf{tan- 
ces, extending their influence through 
all the conneGed branches of domeitic 
economy. 1am not fo well acquain- 
ed with the interior hittory of Scot- 
and in this refpedt, as to know, whe- 
ther thefame difregard tothe worthip 
ot the fair goddefs, Cleanlinefs, exiils 
in its ditierent towns and provinces, 
inadegree, equal to that which is 
manifeiled in your city. If it does 
not, the difference may pethaps be 
ufcribed in fome meafure te the mode 
i which the greater part of the hou- 
tes of Edinburgh are conftructed. 
There is no neceffity to prove, that 
one of the greateit requifites, to the 
acquifition of neatnefs and cleanlinefs, 
18 plenty of water, Now the great 
heights of the fituation of nearly one 
half of your poprlation, makes the 
labour of carrying up this water very 
contiderable: and the gods and god- 
defles of thefe higher regions will 
fubmit to the confequent impurities, 
rather than to the labour neceflary to 
Prevent them. The removals from 
high to low, and from low to high, 
Which are continually taking place 
anongtt the inhabitants, will make the 
lifuence of the above circumftance 
evens, and the mafs of domeftic ha- 
it will thus become, in the courfe of

a few years, efleGually contamina- 
ted. 
‘There is one circumflance I pro- 
cecd to mention, which 1s not of lo- 
cal origin, and which will, L think, 
fatisfactorily account for a great part 
of the evil complained of : This is, 
the mode in which fervants are hired. 
It is faulty in the extreme, and pro- 
dudtive perhaps of all the permanent 
evils with which dometitic 
in this country is loaded. Servants 
here, in general, are hired for fix 
months; and nothing but flagrant 
breaches ct focial law can diffolve the 
contract. No flothful habits, no dir. 
ty propenfities, are confdered as fuf- 
ficient to break the agreement ; and 
if the mailer of a famnly is. fo unfor- 
tunate as to hire fuch a fervant, he 
mutt be fatished to eat and drink im- 
purities to the end of the term, or be 
at the expence of adding another dos 
metic to his family. I underitand 
the common law favours extremely 
the fervants in all difputes with the 
matters; butaf I had oceahon to ap. 
peal to the law under the civcumidan. 
ces above mentioned, and a verdict 
of wages and fappoit was given a- 
galt me, 1 would ufe the rematuing 
fervice of fuch a perfon as a warning 
to the rett of my houfehold ; I would 
place the impure animal in the ceuter 
ef my kitchen, with a label pinned 
to its back, with the infeription »e- 
ents lavari, in the largett character. 
it is eafy to fee the mifchief which 
this great difficulty of feparation be- 
twixt a mailer and a fervant produces, 
A fervant enters upon the term with 
the complete aflurance, that only for 
great exceiles can he be difcharged 
from his place during that time. He 
wants the continual flimulus to the 
proper and fall difcharge of his duty, 
arifing from the apprehention of an 
igeuminious difcharge from a coms 


fortable fituation, if he is not duly 


attentive. He runs carelefsly through 
his duties, knowing that his matter 
cannot compel his better performan-

In the 22¢ book of the Ody fey 
there is a paflage (line 302) which 
is {uppofed, by Euttathius, Dacier, 
Pop and other commentators, to de- 
foribe falconry clearly and accurately. 
It may therefore be proper to pay 
eonldcrable attention to this paffage, 
aud to examine, not merely its exact 
meaning, but alfo that particular 
meaning which tts context evidently 
No doubt can be enter.

ed by Eutlathius, is underitood be-

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{cription, a fow letters ouly of which 
gre now legible. In the a7th cen- 
tury, a counter-part of this original 
tabict had been carefully formed and 
placed over the other ; and in 1773s 
this renewed tablet having already 
{ifered much from the corroding in- 
fluence of time, a fecond counter- 
pat was erected, which, having a 
broad ledge, 1s fupported on fmail 
exterior pillars, and covers the whole. 
This promifes to remain legible for 
feveral centuries to come. Perhaps 
the reader may not be dilpleaicd to 
fee a kind of typographical fac simile 
of the infeription on a moaumental 
flone, about the 
which, fo anxiety has been 
manifelted. ‘Phe inteription runs in 
the following manner :

Before proceeding to a detailed 
difcuflion of the anfwers with which 
the editor has favoured my * parti- 
cular as he ityles them, 
Lhave only one further remark to 
nuke. "Lhe editor implicitly, though 
not avowedly, admits, that, in one 
view, all thefe particular criticifins 
are perfectly correct. He does not 
dery, that the plants which I men- 
tioned, as growing fpontaneoufly in 
Lifethive, (and which held to be 
thofe referred to by Sibbald) do now 
actualy grow in Fifethire ; neither 
does he air, that the plants which 
he has put down, but which I have 
challenged, ever were found native in 
Fifeihire, or perhaps in Britain. 

1. Caryoptyllus marinus, var. fore 
albj.—As the fynonime of this plant, 
the editor gave itatice imonium. I 
flated that it fhould have been fla. 
tice armeriay and I mutt fill infitt 
that [was right. The whole mar- 
gin of the fea-coait of Fife affords 
the S. armeria 3 it moft frequently 
grows within reach of the {pray, and 
fourithes, in fuch a fituation, in the 
barett crevice. It was quite impof- 
fible for Sibbald to overlook the S. 
arineria; and he nowhere elfe 
feribes a plant at all analagous to it. 
lhe ttatice limonium, on the contra- 
ry, has never been found on the 
coalt of Fife *. It is very true, that 
the S.armeria grows alfo on the 
fummits of mountains, and was hence 
it is found on 

ghland mountains of 


Scotland, far from the fea; but it 
fhould be remembered, that the plan- 
coronopus, plantago maritima, 
filene maritima, and other plants, 
that are molt frequent on the fea- 
fhore, are fometimes alfo found at 
very great diflances from it. ‘The 
plant to which Sibbald refers mutt, 
in his day, have been very common 3 
for, without thinking it worth while 
to mention the natural fttate of the 
plant ; he merely fpeciiies a var. fore 
albo; now, had S. limonium been 
common in Sibbald’s time, we furely 
fhould yet find fome traggling f{pe- 
cimens on the widely-extended coatt 
of Fife. I may further remark, 
that S.armeria is fometimes found 
with white flowers; but, as far as I 
can learn, S. limonium never. But 
what is at once decifive of the point 
is this, that the S. limonium was 
known to the old botanitls, not by 
the generic name of Carycphyllus, but 
by that of Lémonium. Indeed, al- 
though S.armeria and S. hmonium 
rank together in the Linnzan fyilem, 
they are plants which diifer very 
much in appearance, and which would 
not be aflociated in any other fyitem. 
Asa further demontrative proof, 
may refer to Sutherland’s catalogue, 
1683, where Caryophytlus mon- 
tanus minor, or Imme- 
diately followed by ** Caryophyilus 
marinus flore albo, with a 
white flowert.”? Now, itatice 
monium is never called thrift, but 
always fea lavender; and by this 
latter name it appears in its proper 
place in the fame catalogue. ‘Thele 
confiderations, taken together, can 
leave no doubt as to the fpecies of 
itatice Sir Robert had inview.

Various outrages, fuicide, and 
murders, might, In numberlefs inftan- 
ces, be prevented by fuch a receptacle, 
and by the prudent exertions of the 
medical, and other atteudants, many 
cures might be eflected.

On the BaD EFFECTS of ACRIMONIOUS ConTROVERSIES RELIGION, 


T is much to be lamented that the 

native fymmetry of true genius 
fhould have fo often been obtcured 
by the diftorted features of virulent 
and acrimonious invective. In fome, 
a peculiar irritability of conttitution 
1s the fource of this fatirical inclina- 
tion; in others, it frequently arifes, 
either from affected imitation, or im- 
perceptible habit. But, unhappily, 
trom whatever caufe it may proceed, 
the diiguit which it generally creates 
is not materially increafed or dimi- 
nihed. ‘The contemplative mind is 
in fome meafure tainted by the in- 
fection, and, far from enjoying the 
calm compofure and tranguillity 
of reflection, is harrafled by the 
telllels emotions of rifing refent- 
ment, 
he common praétice of writers 
the various departments of fcience 
te literature, may have reconciled 
any, even intelligent and well-in- 


in 


formed readers, to fo unnatural a per- 
verfion; and the detriment futlained 
by truth may not have appeared fo 
couliderable as to call for an imme- 
diate remedy. But were the defor- 
mity of the thing itfelf the only fub- 
ject of compiaint, jult views of pro- 
priety would, as one might imagine, 
flrongly bias the mind agaimit con- 
tentious effufions of ill-natured pee- 
vifhnefs. It may however be highly 
ufeful to confider more minutely the 
injurious effects of indulging this {pi- 
rit of malignity. 

The principal point to which I 
fhall contine myfelt, is its unfavour- 
able influence on religion. The zeal 
of Chriftian controvertialifts has fre- 
quently betrayed them into an in- 
temperate ardour, which might have 
been fupprefled with great advantage. 
The venom of abufe has inienfibly 
infufed itfelf throughout every page, 
and the whele exhibits a melanchgly 
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{pecimen of * envy, hatred, and ma- 
lice.” 

But the evil does not reft here; 
it is of a more complicated nature, 
and involves a train of bad contequen- 
ces, which can fearcely be eflimated. 
Betfides the uefavourable prepoffeffion 
agami{t all religion, which it 1s cal- 
culated to excite in the generality of 
readers, it is a ftanding obttacle to 
thole great truths, of which the hu- 
man mind 1s fufceptible ; in another 
and more ferious point of view, I 
mean, the difcovery of them. How 
is it ‘poflible that any great progrefs 
fhould be made in this mot import- 
ant enterprife, when acrimony of 
language is fubttruted for foundnefs 
of argument ? What fuccefs can rea- 
fonably be expected to attend a con- 
troverfy, in which the antagonilts 
make their appeal to the malinant 
pafions, not to the critical but im- 
partial decifion of unbiaffed reafon ? 
Whence is convition to proceed, 
while a fober, judicious, and difpaf- 
fionate inquiry, is anfwered in an an- 
gry, incontiderate, and virulent re- 
tort?) Poignancy of fatire is mif- 
taken for truth itfelf; whereas no 
two things are fo effentially different 
from each other: the one is the off- 
{pring of difcontent and afperity ; 
the other is the child of patience 
and meeknefs. It is true, there are 
emergencies, in which truth is obli- 


ged to conceal herf Jf under the dif- 


guile of fatirical feverity ; but, gene- 
rally fpeaking, her natural drefs be- 
comes her bett, and it is only amongtt 
the unthinking multitude that fhe af- 
{ues this artificial dignity. 

Let the furious advocate for piety 
and religion refleée one moment, and 
he mutt be fenfible of the injury 
which his caufe fuftains from thofe 
frequent ebullitions of intemperate 
zeal. Atheif{m aughs at the unhap. 
py vidtim, half exhaufled with rage, 
and fufpictoufly triumphs over him 
with the charge of frantic enthufi-

afm. To an indifferent fpeSator the 
Unpetuous attacks of Chritlian anta- 
gouifts prefent a fcene truly ridicu. 
lous; men, whofe religion fpecks 
language moft mild and benevolor, 
engaging with all the vehemence of 
of abufe, which invention can fupply, 
or anger and dilappointment intpire, 
To an obferver really interefted in 
the event of the conflict, this afto. 
nifhing infenfibility mult be a fudject 
of much painful refleétion. Whitt 
the profcffed friends of Chriftianity 
trifle with its genuine principles, is 
it reafonable to expect that the fons 
of infidelity will treat them with any 
ferious attention? No, never fhall we 
behold the religion of God, triur phe 
ing over fuperilition on the one hand 
and incredulity on the other, while 
its exalted dignity ts loit ia a cloud 
of farcafm and abuie. 

In no cafe whatever does human 
frailty betray itfelf more ellectually, 
than in religious concerns 3 in which 
we are moit anxious to be right, and 
on this account moll indigna: 
ing thought wrong. Here at leaft 
we are taught a truly ufeful Icilon ct 
humility, in refleéting upoa the ht- 
tlenefs of our comprehention, and the 
narrow limits within which our prof: 
pect towards eternity is at prefent 
confined. A fpirit of acrimony ge- 
nerally refults from a want of candour 
and liberality ; and, were it potlible 
for the mind to be entirely free from 
unreafonable bias, the fources of vie 
rulent abufe would happily be ex- 
haniled. ‘The time is fait approac)- 
ing, when religion will difplay her- 
felf in ** terrific euife,”” and 
dicate her genuine character in all 
the eloquence of mildnefs united with 
dignity and refpect. Men have long 
fince feen the abfurdity of tubmitting 
opinions to the decition of torture 5 
and they may fhortly be itartled at 
the idea of imprefling conviction, by 
offentive expreflions of malignity and 
refentment. 
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Remarks on Hume's Essay on a rarticurar Provipencr. 


4 MONG the many artifices which 
4 ncn have invented to difguite the 
genuine feelings of nature, none have 
been fo fubtle and complicated as 
thole of metaphs tical fophiit rye The 
name of _Tlume will ever fiand dif- 
tinguidaed iv the number of thofe 
riddie-emakers, ior the folution of 
whole ambiguitics an Edipus is want- 
ed. But though frequently obfcure, 
his reafonings are ecnerally plaulibie, 
and fo far demand the attention of a 
candid I have therefore 
judved. it uieful to examine his 
fay on a Particular Providence, and 
a ruiure State, in which he mtroda- 
ces Epicurus addrefling the Athe- 
nians upon thele topics, and arguing 
in the following manner: 

Lhe divine exifence eflabhthed 
by arguments, drawn from effects 
to cautes.’? Granted, defire you 
(favs he) to mark the confequences.”’ 
It is trrational to aferibe any qua- 
lities to the caufe, but what are ex- 
actly fuflicient to produce the eflect.” 
(‘pon the fuppolition then, of the 
divine exiltence, the Deity mutt be 
allowed to pofiels * that precife de- 
gree of power, intelligence, and be- 
ievolerice, which appears in his work- 
manthip.”? "Phe truth of Mr Hume’s 
polition will readily be acknowledved, 
but by no means precludes an angus 
ment from probability. hus, I can- 
hot certainly affirm, that the food, 
which J fee before me to-day, is 
Wholefome, becaufe it refembles, as 
faras Tam able to difcover, other 
food, which I have generally found 
to be fo; but the interence which I 
am luppofing, amounts to a degree 
tcarcely diftinguifhable

pear to have coniidered, that the 
Theilt e@abhihes the mtinite benevo-~ 
lence of the Deity, by the very tame 
train of reflection. "Thus if in evry 
fucectiive experiment Sir Hume finds 
tlie caufe proportionate to the 
he fees reaion to excend the lame con. 
clufion to all other cates, which have 
not come his 
cular obfervation. Upon tiquiry, 
difcovers that other philofophers, 
have made the fame inference ; and 
the probability of the truth of the 
polition tiles in preportion to the 
number of repeated cxpermments. 
From the phenomena of nature we 
argue the general benevolence of thar 
author hut there is a confiderable 
portion of pam and mifery in the fy!- 
tem of which we are part: accord. 
ing to Mr Hume’s reafoning, thea, 
partial benevolence is the attribute ot 
Ged. But we have hitherto omir- 
ted a molt important ftep in the 
quiry ; which is, the fubflervienc y ot 
pain to pleaiure. I find in innumer- 
able inflances, that permanent bep- 
piucfs iprings from momentary 
fery. In proportion as my own ob- 
fervation is confirmed by that of 
mankind in general, my conviction 
that pain is, in all inftances, ultimate- 
ly conducive to food, receives accu 
mulated force, fo as to be inferior to 
actual demouttration by no affignabile 
difference. This is the procefs of alf 
abitract truth, confilting of a number 
of imprethions, which cling to cach 
other by affociation, and tltus form 
one uniform compound, fo that, au- 
mitting Mr Hume’s axiom to be d- 
recily contrary to this hypotheiis, 1 
would be difficult, or rather impoth- 
ble to determine which ought to turn 
the feale, for the analogy is juft the 
fame in the one cafe as in the other. 
But Mr Hume might have fpared 
himfeif the trouble of propofing his 
theorem ; for partial beacvolence ts 
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not fuflicient for eXpiaining the plie- 
|

the nature of them? * A body or 
ten ounces (fays he) ratfed in a feale, 
gray ferve as a proof, that the coua- 
ter-balancing weight exceeds ten 
ces, but can never afford a reafon that 
m exceeds ahuadred.’” But how eg- 
recioully miftaken ts Mr Hume in 
his application of this inflance to the 
cafe in qguelbon? Ten ounces evi- 
dently exprefs fomething and 
we are at no lofs to alcertain the 
precile quantity which is neceflary to 
counter balanee them. But the 
termed univerfe, may, for aught we 
know, be and therefore, ac- 
eording to Mi Hume hrmfelf, require 
an infinite caufe. 

In thort, nothing can be more ab- 
furd, than to tell me, that I muit net 
attribute to the author of the uni- 
verfe any thing beyond that “ pre- 
cile degree of power, intciligence, and 
benevolence, which is difplayed in it 
whea it as abfolutcly impoflible to 
diicover any precile degree? of 
ther. But admitting for a moment 
that the univerfe was an efleét, whote 
qualities could be defined as precite- 
ly as the change of motion in pro- 
portion to the additional force im- 
prefied; or any other problem of a 
fimslar kind; it is far from being 
elear, that we might not rationally 
return trom the caufe to the effect, 
(as Mr Lume exprefies himfelf,) and 
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from the former argue fome ale. 
tion, or addition in the latter: how 
eves this mode of interence may ai 
fect his pelition; for it is no more 
than what we conttantly do in oug 
mtercourfe with mankind and tho’ 
Mr Hume woald argue that the dif. 
terence between God and man ougiit 
to create a difference ia the conclu. 
fion, his reafoning feems unfatisfacto- 
ry and fallacious. He propoies the 
cate of a half-fiaithed building 


and 


proceeds thus: * could you not infer 
trom the eddect that it was a work of 
defgn and contrivance and could 
you not return again from this inta- 
red caufe, to inter new additions to 
the ei ct &e. But Whitt Is the 
foundation (continues Mr Hume) of 


this method of reafoning ? plainly 
this, that man isa being whom we 
know by experience.’? But Mr Hume 
muit have been aware that the Deity 
is hkewite Known to us by experi- 
ence, the only difference in the two 
cafes being that of a vifible and an 
invilible exiflence. If then analogies 
in nature are itrongly in favour of a 
future itate, who is to determine 
whether they ought to be fupplanted 
by Mr ISume’s pofition, which (as I 
have fhe Wo, is itfelf purely analog!- 
cal? But I thould prefume (as he 
here fuppofes the divine exutence) 
that Mr Hume would allow the Dei- 
ty to potlefs at lealt as much intelli- 
gence aud benevolence as he would 
aferibe to a human being; and J 


thould further imagine, that he would 
admit, that if a man of this fuppoled 
intelle&t and virtue were fo circum: 
itanced as to be able to effect a great- 
er portion of happinefs than he had 
hitherto done, he would not hefitate 
refpeeting the exertion of his power 
furely then, if it is in the nature ot 
things poflible that man fhould live 
hereafter, it is, according to all 
foning from analogy, in the highett 
degree probable. Mr Hume lays 
fome ftrcfs upon the diftinct nature 
of the Deity; he is (ays 
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fingle being in the univerie, not com- 
under any ipecies or ge- 
nus? &e. But if the analogy of 
defign, in the productions of art and 
nature, be admitted in the firit in- 
(lance, why may not the iame analo- 
gy extend to the moral phenomena of 
the univerfe in the fecond ? fince the 
inference that the author of nature ts 
intelligent refls upon exa@ly the fame 
foundation with the inference that he 
is benevolent. van to reply to 
every difterent fhatement of the tame 
arguucnt, which is obfervable in this 
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efiy what is of any confeauence 
has been already notieed can- 
not, however, avoid remarking how 
artfully Mh Hume difgurles his real 
fentiments upon fuch occations 3 at 
one time profeiling himielf * remark- 
ably attentive to the opinion of his 
friend Woicurus; at another, exhr 
biting bimfelf in the character of an 
antagonitt and at lait clolfing the 
whole performance with a ily itinua- 
tion of the validity of what had beew 
advaneed by his atheitlical philolo. 
pier.

by which we exprefs our conceptions. 
It has frequently been confidered as 


embracing, not merely the language 
by which we convey our ideas, but 


alfo the ideas themielves. ‘here is 
no doubt that the language will, ina 
creat meafure, depend tor its accura- 
cy, clearnels, and force, on the na- 
ture of our rn ptions. But it does 
not feem inialy proper to confound 
one of the cauies of a good or bad 
ityle, with the ttyle itielf : befides, 
there are inttances of authors, whofe 
conceptions have been remarkably 
eloar, well arranged, and correct, who 
have been unable to convey to the 
minds of their readers, their opinions 
and reafonines, We fhall therefore 
coniider merely as it revards 
language: or, in other words, i 
in Rett place, what is requilite 
the choice and arrangement of words, 
in order to make them convey to he 
mind of the reader our ideas, with 
as much eafe, clearnefs, and fulnefs, 
aS pr ‘ible and, fecondly, what are 
the chara@ters of that ityle which 
conveys themin the pleafing and 

We thall confider ftyle under thefe 
two general heads: becaufe, there 
are fome fubjects which do not require 
or allow elegance and ene? ‘cy of ttyle, 
and becaufe m any, who cannot attain 
to thefe, may be defirous of convey 
ioe their conceptions to the minds of 
their readers, as nearly as pofible, as 
they exit in their own. 
_ The firt thing to be attended to 
18 ora ftriét adherence 
to the rules of grammar: this direc.

tion may at firft fight appear trifling 
and unneceflary ; but few will think 
fo who have peruicd with atten- 
tion the writings of even our bett 
authors: that this fimple and funda- 
mental rule has been too little re- 
garded, will appear from the frequeot 
and glaring grammatical errors, which 
even the writings of Additou pre- 
fent: we are intenfible to them ona 
curfory reading, becaufe we are ac- 
culftomed to inter the meaning of an 
author, rather from the general afl-m- 
blaye of words and the context, than 
from an attention to ingle words, or 
fentences as compofed of lingle w words: 
but if we were to apply the rules of 
grammar to many fentenccs, we 
fhould find that they either were un- 
intelligible, or ex ‘preffed a meaning 
evidently difh:rent from what the au- 
thor intended. [i our language were 
learnt and ftudied with more atten. 
tion to grammar, we fhould immedt- 
ately be fruck oi every deviation 
from its rules: and a foreigner who 
has introduced himfelf to a know- 
ledge of our language, by a careful 
and repeated examination of its gram- 
matical forms, will more eaily per- 
ceive miltakes of this kind and be 
more puzzled by them. 

Whoever compres the ftyle of our 
moit correét and claffical authors, 
with that of the mo celebraicd 
Greek and Latin, will immediately 
perceive, how much inferior in point 
of grammatical correctnefs the for- 
mer are to the latter. 

I fhall not particularize the more 
common and glaring grammatical Ye 
rors; but mention ‘only thofe which 
feldom indeed miflead us with regard 
to 
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to the meaning of the author, but 
which really give the femtenees, in 
winch they occur, a meanny very 
different from that he wiihed to cou- 
vey 

The firit is with regard to the po- 
fition of the word, oy: though a 
fight alteration i the potition of 
this word ought, according to [triet- 
nets of grammatical propriety, great 
ly to change the Micahing ot a ten- 
tence, yet, in the bett auttiors, we 
find it placed at random. and the 
reader 1s fceldom fenfible of its 1mpro- 
per p tition, or aliray trom the 
real purport of the feutence. 

Thele three fentences differ from 
one another merely in a flight altera- 
tion inthe polition of this adverb: 
“fo /y lend you this book; I lend 
orly you this book ; lend you 
this book.’”? Yet the meaning is wide- 
lv different in every one of them. 
The fecond infance re{pects the po- 
fition of the relative avho or which; 
according to the rules of yremmar it 
fhould always refer to the latt ante- 
eccdent; but we mult often refer it 
to a former antecedent, or even to 
One not expreifed, but unplied a 
verb, if we would underitand many 
fentences of the Englith claffics, 

In the fecond place, the language 
mult be pure: this rule, like the for- 
mer, refpects not merely the choice, 
bur the arrasgement of the words 
which we employ. 

his rule requires, that in convey- 
ing Our concepuions to another, we 
employ thofe words and forms of con- 
ftruction which cultom has fanétion- 
ed; that we guard againit fuch as 
are f return, ohiolete, or new. 

It 1s a queftion « f confiderable dif 
ficulty, bow far it 1s proper, and of 
real advan age to a laognage, to na- 
turalize words or forms of expreilions 
that are found in foreiga languages ; 
to recal into ufe fuch as are obfolete, 
and to form fuch as were before ua. 
known. 


The purity of a language will cer. 
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reign words of cxpretlions. 
pofible every cate to naturalize 
thefe s and thote by whom they are 
neraly ale d, are dead | y the

One advantage. it may be urged, 
18 derived from Dorrowliy words irom 
a foreign language 3 it is advancing 
a flep towards the formation of an 
univerfal language: but this advar- 
tage 1s trifling, when compared with 
the :mmediate and great diadvantazes 
which attend it. 

The plea of necefity, I think, can 
feldom be urged if there be a 
ceffity for the formation of new ex- 
preffions, there are few languages, in 
which they may not eafily be livent- 
ed, where analogy fatls. 

{hole writers, who are not exp9- 
fed to the danger of impairing the 
purity of the Eughih lauyuage by 
the introduction of foreign terms, are 
neverthclefs, in a greater or icis de 
gree, hable to ufe proverbial piiraics. 

The belt mode of guarding agaiit 
thefe, is by attaining an accurate and 
complete lift of thofe phraies, which 
are peculiar to the diitrict, from whic 
we have principally taken our Jane 
guage 3 this will enable us to guard 
againit their ufe, and the iiudy of au- 
thors, whofe ftyle is moit trom 
provincialifin, will teach us what to 
fubitiiute in their room. 

Thofe expreflions, which are term- 
ed Scotticifins, are moit commonly 
met with, and fome of them very dif- 
ficult to be completely avoided, Eveii 
the writ ngs of Blair point out that 
he was educated in Scotland, aud 
thew the extreme difficulty of guard- 
ing again local expreffivas, 
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the conveifation is itfelf Rained with

difficulty of guarding againtt 
Scottici{ms feems to arife principally 
feom two caufes : the firit isthat which 
T have hinted at: a perfon who 1s 
born in Lancathire or Somerfetthire, 
finds it anealy matter to divett him 
felf of their refpective provincialiims, 
even f he leave not his own county ; 
fince they are feldom met with in 
the laree towns: In polite converfa- 
tion they are ridiculed and rejeted 5 
and if he remove, even to the next 
county, he Bods moft of them unin- 
telliunble and unknown. 

hofe peculiarities which are cal- 
Jed Scotticifms, are, on the contrary, 
foundin every county, and occur even 
in the capital, and in the moit refined 
convertation : it is no wonder, there- 
fore, that they are not marked and 
avoided. The Scotch writers are 
more tree than even the Englith from 
meie provincialifms. 

The Scotuiciim moft difficult to 
be avoided refpeéts the proper and 
difcriminate uie of will and fhall : 
all adaut that between thefe words 
there is a great difference. yet the 
exact meaning of each it is difli- 
cult to define and moit Enghihmen 
ule them properly more from habit, 
than becaufe they perceive in what 
the difference confiits. 

In the third place, our flyle fhould 
be appropriate. words and ex. 
preffions thould be fuch, as writers, 
the mott attentive to dyle, have ufed 
to exprefs the fame conceptions, In 
every language fome words may be 
round to convey ideas much more 
clearly and fully, toa greater number 
of reacers, than other expreffians. 
We thould therefore guard againit 
the latter: we thould endeavour to 
make our language the exadt picture 
of our thoughts + but as words are ar- 
bitrary, and as their meaning is often 
oon frequently changing, and dif- 
unde ritood by different per- 
“08, we fhould enquize, not whether 


the expreffions in which we clothe 
our ideas are to ourfelves exactly 
and fufficien'ly expreflive of them, 
but whether thofe readers, who have 
been accultomed to the perufal of the 
molt claflical authors, will receive 
from the language which we ule, the 
fame tdeas we have, and contider it as 
expreflive of thofe ideas with equal 
exa¢tnef{s and fu'lnefs. 

It is not futhcient that our Jan- 
guage do not millead the reader: he 
may, perhaps, with little trouble, be 
enabied to perceive our meaning ; and 
yet our words and forms of conitruce 
tion may not be appro _riate. 

This quality of ityle 1s fo frequente 
ly wanting, that a perfon, who has 
read much and carefully, gains a more 
clear iniight into his author’s mean- 
ing, from having exercifed his own 
penetration, than from attending to 
the appropriate meaning of the au- 
thor’s language. 

There is one error, not indeed very 
common, which ought to he men- 
tioned under this head. An opinion 
1s entertained, by fome who have not 
fuiliciently attended to the nature and 
formation of language, that words 
have naturally, and without affocta- 
tion, the power of exprefling ideas 5 
and that fome words are more ex- 
preflive than others: thefe words, 
therefore, they carefully feleét, when 
they wilh to communicate their cone 
ceptions fully, exacilv, and cleativ. 

Betides the error from which this 
proceeds, there is avother reafon why 
it thould be guarded againft: words, 
which appear to them ttrongly ex- 
preflive of certain ideas, convey to 
their readers ideas totally different, 
fince the fuppofed expretlivenefs of 
words depends, tn a great meafure, on 
affociations, which we do not recol- 
let, and which are peculiar to our- 
felves, or on a fancied refemblance 
between the found of the word and 
the thing fignified.
